COAL FAiW FEARED.

Tho Effeota of tlio Diminished
Supply Already Being Folt,

ADVANCE IN PBI0E8 BEPOETED.

Thlrtj' Train Cren nt Hoehester Taltl Off

on Account of the Great Strike Kfforta
io (let West Virginia Mln.ra to Quit
Work.

TKnm Hautk, Ind., April 23. The
miners' strike is nlready making itself
felt on the railroads entering here, and
the dlfferont lines aro taking steps to
gnard against a fallara of the supply. Su-
perintendent Corbctt, of the EransYille
and Torre Uaute railroad, has notllleil
every agent along the line to hold oil the
ooal now in the yards. At this point
alxmt twenty-flv- e ears consigned to Chi-
cago dealers have been held for the use of
the engines. By this means the company
expects to have enough coal to outlast the
strike.

Itlotlns at I.R Salle, Ills.
La Salle, Ills., April 85. A mob ot

1,600 miners from neighboring towns
marched on La Salle to prevent tho mon
hero from going to work, and a riot was
precipitated lu which a number of local
minors were beaten and badly lnjurod.
Fritz Keling was cut and bruised, and his
condition is serious. Michael Begley, fore-
man In the La Sallo shaft, was severely
pummelcd. The majority of the other
minors who were intending to go into the
pit were frightened out, and thoso who
attempted it wero roughly handled.

The West Virginia Miners.
CllAnLESTON, W. Vn., April 35. Dole-gate- s

from the United Mine Workers, rep-
resenting New Blver and Kanawha dis
tricts and several others from Ohio and
Pennsylvania, held a moetine here to con
elder what could be done to inaugurate a
general strike in both valleys. It was a
very enthuslastlo and confident secret
meeting, but nothing was done further
than hearing reports of delegates and
drafting resolutions to bo given miners at
cacu point. All miners at Pomeroy and
on tne unio siuo . ere reported out.

The lrloe of Goal Advanced.
Buffalo, April 25. The first result of

the soft coal miners' strike Is beginning to
be felt. The price on the docks has been
advanced to f2.75 a t in. If the strike con
tlnues for any longth of time the lake
steamers will be seriously crippled, as tho
supply is limited. The railroads have a
supply sufficient to keep them running
for three or four weeks, and fear a virtual
suspension of navigation unless the strike
Is speedily tfermlnated by compromise or
oilier settlement.

Train Men Laid Off.
HocnESTER, N. Y., April 85. The busl

ness of carrying coal by the roads running
from the Pennsylvania districts into Ho
ehester Is practically suspended.ond thirty
freight train crews have been thrown out
of work. Probably twenty mora crews
will ultimately bo thrown out of employ-
ment if the strike continues. Thus far
about 100 men on the road have bean af
fected.

Will Itefai. sk Local Settlement.
SPR1HOFIELD, 111., April 23. At a dele-

gate convention of the mine workers of
Illinois held yesterday a resolution was
adopted requesting all mines
not organized to suspend work at once. It
was also declared that no local settlement
bo recognized or authorized until a gen
eral settlement is had throughout the en
tire united states.

Mora Illinois Miners Oat.
DAKVILLB, Ills., April 25. The miners

of the various country and strip banks de-
cided yesterday to join the strike. Nearly'
8,000 miners near Danville Held are now
out. The miners nt Tllton, near here,
will not permit the Wabash engines to
coal there. This cuts off the coal of the
Wabash road for three divisions.

A Tlonbl. Murderer Confesses.
Vancouver, Wash., April 25. Howard

Nolan, arrested here, admits that his
name is John Howard Nolan, of Harlan
Courthouse, Ky and that in the year 1891
he killed Edword Pace and John Setscr
about eight miles from Harlan Court-
house He strenuously denies ever hav-
ing killed a woman. After leaving Ken-
tucky Nolan came to Seattlo and enlisted
In the army, coming directly to tho bar-
racks here. He claims the killing of Paeo
and Setser was tho result of an old feud.
He believes he will be acquitted on tho
ground of self defense.

Great Strike In Itusslan I'olamL
Berlin, April 25. A dispatch from

Breslan says that a great strike is in pro-
gress in tbe Piotrkow district, the princi-
pal industrial center of Russian Poland,
which is situated close to the German
frontier. The strikers consist of miners,
iron workers and many other trades. It
is feared that there may be rioting among
the strikers, and a strong force of troops
has been sent to the district to preserve
order.

lenslon Crook Sentenced.
BALTIMORE, April 25. Frederick Ken-nlck- e

was convicted in the United States
district court hero and sentenced to two
years in the penitentiary for procuring a
fraudulent pension voucher. The arrest
of Kennicke unearthed an extensive
scheme In this and other cities to defraud
the government on fraudulent pension
vouchers, but it was nipped in tho bud.

No l'ardon for Georse F. Work.
Harrisburo, April 5. No action was

taken by the board ot pardons in the case
of George F. Work, the Philadelphia em-
bezzler, and it has been intimated that
nothing will be done. There was uo basis
whatever for the story that Work was to
be pardoned at the meeting held.

IN SENATEAND HOUSE

Attempt to Strike Out the Fast Souther
Ilnll Hnbsldy Defetd.

WASHINGTON, April 25. Yesterday the
dosing speech of the so called general de-

bate of the tariff hill was mado In the sen-
ate by Mr. Mills, of Texas, for the Dem-

ocratic party. The galleries, which had
been almost deserted during the morning,
filled up, and a number of representatives
enme over from the house, A number of
Republican senators also gavo Mr. Mills
close attention throughout. Mr, Mills ap-
pealed to his Democratic brethren to pass
the bill promptly and fulfill the party's
pledges. A large part of the speech was
devoted to u discussion of the Income tax,
which he warmly advocated.

The house resumed the consideration of
appropriation bills yesterday. After spend-
ing the entire day In the discussion of
amendments to the postofflce bill It was
passed. Half of the time was devoted to
debate on the Kyle amendment to strike
out the subsidy of $106,000 for the fast
southern mail. The opposition to the ap-
propriation proved surprisingly weak,
however, when the vote was taken, only
twenty votes being cast against it. Just
before the house o ' ourned Mr. Campbell
(N. Y.) entered a motion to reconsider the
vote by which the bill to prevent book
making at the spring and fall meetings in
the District of Columbia waa defeated on
Monday,

Leavas Norway.
AAlKBUND, April 85. The American

north polar expedition under the com-
mand of Mr. Walter Wellrnan, sailed yes
terday for the Island of SpiUVergon on
the steamer Ragnvold Jarl. Experts here
pronounce the steamer to be the best Ice
boat belonging to Norway. The Amerl- -
oan aluminum boats that the expedition
oarrlea were greatly admired hare for their
beauty, strength and llghtnsts. As the
Kagnvold Jnrl left the quay on her voy
age to the far north the stars and Btripes
were hoisted nt the foremast head and
salutes were fired. All the shipping in the
harbor was decorated with flags in honor
of the Arctic explorers. A large fleet of
small boats escorted the Kagnvold Jarl
out of the harbor.

Denveu, April 2.1 Governor Wait has

summoned Penitentiary Commissioners
Charles Iloettncher nud V. A. Reynolds to
appear before him April 88 for trial on
charges of having unlawfully employed
W. II. Loar as a detective and having
transferred prisoners from the peniten
tiary to tho reformatory and then released
them on parole. The governor desires to
be rid of these commissioners, as they
blocked his attempt to remove Warden
McLlster. ot the penitentiary.

"I merely want to say that I have begun
this suit upon my own responsibility, and
in utter disregard of the strictures that
have beeu so frequently made on various
sides. If I lose the suit which I am about
to wage to dissolvo this trust I alone will
take the responsibility. If I win It and
rescue the public from tho extortions to
which I believe It has been unlawfully
subjected, I desire whatever eredit the
people of tho state of Illinois are willing
to accord one who has not been coerced
Into the performance of an official duty.
I know what is at stako, aud when this
warfare is ended I will be willing to be
weighed In the balance of public opinion."
